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DOW 

Richard  le  Duv  appears  to  be  the  first  of  the  name  found  in  England,  and 
is  probably  the  origin  of  the  family.  As  a  whole  their  position  from  the 
first  was  high  in  yeomanry  but  not  in  gentry.  Beyond  a  doubt,  too,  every 
Dow  of  Norfolk  County,  England,  is  descended  from  one  ancestor,  a  Saxon, 
and  Norman  inter-marriages  occurred  from  1400  onward.  The  first  definitely 
known  is*  one  John  Dow  of  East  Herling,  14S7.  His  son  and  heir  John  Dow 
of  Diss,  give  to  the  guilds  their  house  at  Heyton  Street.  Mr.  Dowe  of  Brising- 
ham  married  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Thomas  Howard  of  Burston.  The 
Howards  were  noble,  even  connected  with  royalty.  John  Dowe  of  Allburgh, 
who  died  1620,  a  character  and  large  land  holder,  married  Anne  Crockett, 
daughter  of  Thomas  of  Brownsthorp.  She  outlived  him  until  1626,  very 
charitable  to  the  poor.  Dows  had  no  coat-of-arms. 

(a)  John  Dow,  of  Great  Yarmouth,  Norfolk,  England,  joiner,  will  dated 

1  July,  1544.  Sons  —  Thomas  and  Christopher,  40s  apiece  at 
their  ages,  etc.  Wife  Johan  my  “Place”  in  Yarmouth.  Supervisor 
uncle  Christopher  Coop.  From  this  we  take  it  that  the  maiden 
name  of  wife  was  Johan  Coop.  Will  of  his  widow  Johan  Dewe  dated 
22  Aug.  1549,  named  three  children  —  Thomas,  Christopher  and 
Katherine. 

(b)  Thomas  Dow,  son  of  John  and  Johan  (Coop)  Dow.  He  was  16  when 

his  father  died.  Married  Oct.  5,  1549,  Margaret  England.  For  many 
years  he  kept  an  inn  in  Runham  Parish,  Yarmouth.  He  is  on  record 
an  honest  man  and  good  housekeeper,  was  buried  the  10th  day  of 
May  1591.  Again:  Margaret  Dowe,  widow:  buried  Sept.  5,  1616. 
C.  C.  Norwich,  Andrews  85:  Will  of  Thomas  Dowe  of  Runham,- 
Norfolk,  yeoman  dated  2  May  1591.  Poor  of  Runham,  a  cowe  worth 
twenty  shillings,  203  for  penny  dole.  Wife  Margaret,  messuages 
and  land  in  Runham,  mautbye,  etc.  for  her  life.  Children  also  named 
in  will. 

Children: 

1  Henry,  born  1550.  See  below. 

2  Thomas,  baptized  [March  20,  1551-52;  married  3  times  and  had  a 

daughter  born  when  he  was  67  —  the  only  child  mentioned. 

3  Katherine,  married  May  7,  1567,  John  Sowter. 
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4  Christopher)  bap.  March  25,  1569-70;  married  Aug.  11,  160C, 

Elizabeth  ffranklin. 

5  John,  died  young. 

6  Edmond,  mentioned  in  father’s  will  with  children  Robert  and 

Margaret. 

(c)  Henry  Dow,  born  1550;  married  May  12,  1594,  Elizabeth  March.  In 
spite  of  his  late  marriage,  he  did  much  toward  posterity.  He  died 
3  years  before  his  mother,  April  21,  1613.  He  was  the  parish  clerk 
.  at  Runham  and  for  4  years  signed  the  register  as  church  warden. 
From  records  it  appears  that  this  particular  Dow  family  were  fairly 
well-to-do  and  of  good  standing.  Both  generations  possessed  some 
education  and  the  family  came  from  Catholicism  through  the  Re¬ 
formation  into  the  Church  of  England.  Henry  of  the  next  generation 
was  probably  the  only  dissenter,  surely  the  only  Puritan.

(1)  Henry  Dow,  bap.  Oct.  6,  1605;  was  4  or  5  years  old  when  his  father 
died.  He  came  from  England  to  America  in  1637  with  wife  and  four  children 
and  maid.  One  child  was  his  wife’s  by  her  first  husband.  He  settled  at 
Watertown,  Mass.,  removed  in  1644  to  Hampton,  N.  H.,  where  several  of 
his  English  neighbors  who  came  on  the  same  ship  with  him  had  settled  in 
1637.  He  was  the  first  Dow  to. come  to  America.  He  left  Watertown  well- 
to-do,  made  so  by  advance  of  land.  He  became  a  man  of  influence  in  Hamp¬ 
ton,  held  public  office,  and  traded  in  real  estate  at  all  .times.  He  was  one  of 
a  dozen  known  as  “gentleman”  and  as  “Mr.”  In  1650  he  signed  his  name 
as  Dcue,  and  in  1659  signed  his  will  Do  we.  Ten  years  before  he  made  his 
will  he  gave  his  step-son,  Thomas  Nudd,  land.  The  original  of  Henry’s 
will  is  on  file  at  Salem,  Mass.  It  reads:  The  last  will  and  testament  of  Henry 
Dow. of  Hampton,  being  sick  and  weak  of  body  but  sound  of  understanding

ing  house  upon  the  aforesaid  and  my  household  stuff,  excepting  what  shall 
be  otherways  disposed  of: 

Item:  I  give  and  bequthe  unto  my  Sonne  Henry  Dowe  all  the  planting 
ground  that  is  in  my  hands  in  the  East  Field,  and  my  seventeen  acres  of 
Salt  marsh,  and  one  share  of  the  Cowe  common,  and  one  share  of  Oxc 
Common  all  my  cattell  excepting  the  three  Cowe  abovesaid. 

Item:  to  my  Sonne  Henry  one  feather  bed  such  hee  usith  to  lie  uppon  and 
all  bed  clothes  thereunto  belonging  and  meddlemost  iron  pott,  and  I  do  by 
these  presents  make  and  appoint  my  Sonne  Henry  my  sole  executor  to 
this  last  will  and  testament. 

Item:  I  do  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  Sonne  Joseph  the  sum  of  thirty 
pounds  to  be. paid  when  he  shall  arrive  to  the  age  of  twenty  and  one  years. 
Item:  I  do  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  Sonne  Daniel  and  to  my  daughters 
Mary  and  Hannah  five  pounds  apeece  to  be  paid  to  them  when  they  arrive 
to  their  ages  of  twenty  and  one  years. 

Item:  I  give  unto  my  Sonne  Thomas  and  to  my  Sonne  Jcremei  five  pounds 
apeece  to  be  paid  to  them  att  the  age  of  one  and  twenty,  and  after  my 
wyfes  decease,  the  house  and  house  lott  and  six  acres  of  meadow  to  returne 
into  the  hands  of  my  executor.  In  case  that  he  please  to  resigne  up  the  house 
and  fifty  rods  of  ground  which  was  sometimes  possessed  by  Thomas  Sleeper 
into  the  hands  of  my  Sonne  Joseph,  and  to  pay  unto  my  five  youngest 
children  abovesaid  five  and  twenty  pounds,  that  is  to  say,  five  pounds  apeece 
to  be  payed,  five  pounds  to  the  Eldest  the  year  after  my  wyfes  decease, 
and  so  five  pounds  to  the  younger  until  the  summe  of  five  pounds  be  paid 
to  the  youngest;  and  still  with  this  proviso,  that  in  case  ’my  Sonne  Henry 
bee  not  willing  to  leave  the  place  where  Thomas  Sleeper  lived  and  take  the 
land  aforesaid  after  my  wyfes  decease  upon  the  condicans  above  named, 
then  the  said  house  and  house  lott  with  the  six  acres  of  meadow  are  to  reture- 
to  my  Sonne  Joseph,  who  upon  the  taking  possession  is  to  undertake  for 
the  paying  of  twenty  five  pounds  above  s’d  to  my  five  youngest  children 
according  to  the  terms  mentioned. 

Item:  I  give  unto  my  wyfe  two  of  my  best  swine,  and  so  much  corne  in 
the  house  as  may  maintaine  hir  and  my  Children  until  harvest,  and  the 
corne  till  harvest  to  be  twenty  bushells. 

To  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  I  set  my  hand  and  Seale  ye  16th  2nd 
mo  1659  *  •

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(Salt  marsh  land  is  mentioned  in  the  above  will.  On  the  invention  of  the 
mowing  machine,  salt  march  land  fell  in  a  year  from  very  high  prices  to 
almost  nothing.) 

Henry  Dow  married,  first,  in  England,  Feb.  11, 1630,  JoanNudd,  a  widow 
with  one  child.  She  died  in  1639-40,  aged  33  twice  a  wife,  five  times  a  mother. 
He  married,  second,  soon  after  his  wife’s  death,  Margaret  Cole  who  came 
to  America  in  1639  with  the  Metcalf  family  and  was  listed  on  the  ship  as  a 
maid  servant  and  went  with  the  Metcalfs  to  Dedham,  Mass.  Margaret 
Cole  had  known  Henry  Dow  in  England.  She  survived  her  husband  by  16 
years  and  following  his  death  married,  second,  Aug.  23,  1661,  Richard  Kim¬ 
ball  of  Ipswich,  whose  large  family  had  grown  into  homes  of  their  own. 
Richard,  a  wealthy  man  for  his  times,  was  a  bit  of  a  “tightwad”  making  a 
contract  before  marriage  that  his  wife  should  have  50  pounds  and  the 
“stuff  she  brought  with  her.”  Kimball  died  1675,  estate  inventorying  4000 
pounds.  Margaret  died  1675.  In  primitive  New  England  life  for  a  man 
without  a  wife’s  help  was  hard  indeed;  for  a  woman  without  help  from  a 
husband  harder  yet;  for  children,  without  both  parents  almost  unsupport- 
able.  Hence,  when  one  parent  died  the  other  was  apt  to  marry  soon. 

Seven  immigrants  by  the  name  of  Dow  came  to  America  before  1770, 
and  from  this  Henry  Dow,  the  first  one  to  come,  are  descended  about  three- 
fourths  of  the  Dows  of  America.  There  are  listed  30,000  in  “The  Book  of 
Dow,”  by  Robert  P.  Dow,  published  in  1929,  from  which  the  first  part 
of  this  article  is  taken  by  permission  of  Miss  Susan  F.  Dow  and  her  brother. 


Children  by  first  wife: 

1  Thomas,  born  in  England,  bap.  Dec.  27,  1631;  died  July  10,  1642. 

2  Henry,  born  in  England  in  1634;  married  Hannah  Page;  had 

four  sons.  He  was  executor  of  his  father’s  will.  He  took  care 
of  his  minor  half-brothers  and  sisters  until  they  grew  up.  Nature 
qualified  him  richly.  He  was  a  remarkable  man;  the  most  power¬ 
ful,  the  most  prominent  figure  in  Hampton,  N.  H.,  with  a  career 
not  wholly  local,  but  touching  the  whole  province.  He  was  the 
first  outstanding  in  America.  He  was  not  a  Quaker  as  many, 
of  the  familv  were. 

3  Joseph,  born  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  March  20,  1639,  the  first  Dow 

born  in  America.  He  was  an  expert  land  surveyor,  and  next 
to  his  brother,  Henry,. the  important  man  of  Hampton.  When 
22  he  had  been  self-supporting  for  some  years.  His  father, 
Henry  Dow,  was  styled  gentleman;  his  brother,  Henry,  was 
gentleman;  he,  though  a  Quaker,  was  too  powerful  to  be  called 
yeoman,  although  the  next  generation  were  so  styled.  He  married 
Mary  Sanborn;  had  11  children;  was  the  ancestor  of  Neal  Dow 
of  Maine,  tanner,  soldier,  statemari,  prohibitionist — the  ablest 
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and  most  outstanding  member  of  the  Dow  family.  Many  ,>f 
Joseph’s  numerous  descendants  were  Quakers  (Friends). 

Children  by  second  wife: 

4  Daniel,  born  in  Watertown,  Sept.  2  or  22,  1641:  married  at  32 

Elizabeth  Lamprey.  It  was  a  brilliant  marriage.  Her  mother  had 
been  an  heiress  in  England.  He  had  5  children.  Daniel  was  far 
different  than  his  brothers,  he  did  nothing.

5  Mary,  born  in  Watertown  Sept.  14,  1643;  died  in  Ipswich,  Mass., 

aged  88  years;  provided  for  in  will  of  her  brother  Thomas. 

6  Hannah,  born  in  Hampton,  X.  H.,  in  1649;  married,  had  no 

children. 

7  Thomas,  born  in  Hampton,  April  28,  1653.  Mentioned  below. 

8  Jeremiah,  born  in  Hampton,  Sept.  6,  1657;  married  Susannah 

Sutton,  widow  with  five  children;  had  one  daughter;  was  a 
farmer,  also  speculator  in  land  with  his  brother  Thomas;  was 
well-to-do. 


(2)  Thomas  Dow,  born  April  2S,  1653.  Either  the  date  of  his  birth 
from  the  records  of  Hampton,  X.  H.  or  the  date  of  the  birth  of  his  first 
child  may  be  wrong.  The  compiler  of  “The  Book  of  Dow*’  states  that  the 
records  at  Hampton  are  somewhat  mixed.  If  no  error  then  he  was  married 
at  the  age  of  15  or  soon  after.  [In  looking  up  many  records  the  writer  of 
this  article  has  found  the  marriage  of  only  one  male  at  the  early  age  of  15, 
and  that  person  now  in  old  age  is  living  (1938)  in  Franklin  County,  Maine.] 
He  is  the  right  Thomas  because  he  was  the  only  Thomas  Dow  in  America 
at  that  early  period.  He  was  a  wheelright  of  Ipswich,  Mass.,  and  was  a 
prolific  ancestor  equal  to  his  half-brother  Joseph.  He  built  his  life  closely 
around  his  home  and  his  business,  avoiding  publicity  either  civil  or  church. 
He  was  a  keen  judge  of  real  estate,  a  successful  speculator.  The  name  of  his 
first  wife  is  given  Wall  as  frequently  as  Hall.  Both  Wall  and  Hall  families 
lived  in  the  vicinity.  The  date  of  his  first  marriage  does  not  appear.  He 

married,  second,  in  1684  Susannah - .  He  distributed  land  to  all  of  his 

children  before  his  death,  and  provided  in  his  will  for  his  wife  and  his  un¬ 
married  sister  Mary.  He  owned  a  tract  of  land  at  Buxton,  Maine.

1  Daniel,  born  1669  to  1671;  married  Exercise  Jewett;  had  no  issue; 
was  a  cordwainer;  left  30  pounds  each  to  his  brothers.

2  John,  born  April  24,  1685.  Mentioned  below. 

3  — : — ,  stillborn  about  16S8. 
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4  Ebenezer,  born  May  26,  1692;  married  Martha  Harris;  lived  in 

Connecticut;  held  town  office  40  years;  had  9  children. 

5  Thomas,  born  Nov.  29,  1694;  became  the  Squire  of  Plainfield; 

had  13  children. 

6  Hannah,  born  Oct.  3,  1697;  married  Abijah  How. 

7  Jeremiah,  born  Dec.  12,  1699;  married  Hephzebar  Hobson;  died 

7  years  later;  had  4  children. 

8  Ephraim,  born  Jan.  26,  1701-02;  married  Elizabeth  Clark  of  Row- 

ley,  Mass.;  lived  in  Voluntown,  Conn.;  owned  land  granted  to 
his  father  at  Buxton,  Maine.  He  was  the  financier  of  this 
immediate  family.  He  had  10  children,  and  the  name  of  one  son 
was  Humphrey  Bean  Dow  whose  business  was  shoemaking, 
tanning  and  currying  his  own  leather.  Humphrey  had  children 
and  among  them  were  Ulysses  and  Lorenzo. 

Ulysses  Dow  taught  the  only  school  in  New  London,  Conn., 
from  1801  to  1834.  In  a  single  room  sat  as  many  as  300  pupils 
of  all  ages  with  only  one  teacher.  The  reading  classes  were  so 
large  that  they  read  in  concert.  In  the  winter  term  he  taught 
navigation  to  boys  who  went  to  sea  during  the  summer.  He 
taught  Latin  and  Greek  to  any  that  wished  it.  He  was  striking 
in  originality  and  in  force  of  character.  After  the  town  engaged 
another  teacher  to  take  his  place  he  started  a  private  school  and 
all  of  the  scholars  left  the  public  school  and  came  to  him. 

Lorenzo  Dow,  called  “The  Crazy  Preacher”  was  a  ragged,  half- 
starved,  never  in  good  health,  itinerant  preacher,  who  traveled 
through  the  South  for  many  years  and  in  every  State  in  the 
Union  and  twice  through  Ireland.  He  became  the  most  widely 
known  Dow.  It  is  said  probably  more  than  20,000  children  have 
been  named  for  him.  Never  wholly  in  favor  with  the  church 
authorities,  seldom,  if  ever,  accredited  to  any  organization  and 
never  with  salary  or  allowances.  His  only  support  was  the  gifts 
of  his  hearers.  Often  he  would  not  take  any  money  because  he 
said  the  Devil  was  watching  him.  Sometimes  he  would  faint 
while  preaching  from  weakness  and  sickness.  He  had  enough  to 
live  on  during  his  last  years  from  the  sale  of  a  book  he  wrote  on 
his  life:  Twice  married.  After  the  death  of  his  wife  the  second 
marriage  occurred  when  he  said  to  his  audience;  “If  any  woman 
is  present  that  would  marry  Lorenzo  Dow  stand  up.”  One  stood 
up.  Pie  questioned  her  about  her  religious  belief — was  satisfied 
— and  married  her  then  and  there.  As  the  above  was  being 
written  (May  12,  1938)  there  appeared  in  the  Lewiston  i Maine) 
Evening  Journal  an  article  in  regard  to  “THAT  FISHING 
PASTOR”  of  Vermont  who  hired  a  substitute  to  take  his  place 
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in  the  pulpit  and  went  fishing.  An  extract  reads:  “We  happen 
to  have  a  strange  old  book — the  Biography  of  Lorenzo  Dow. 
He  was  a  circuit  rider.  He  attended  all  camp-meetings.  He  went 
to  Ireland  to  convert  the  Irish.  He  made  appointments  in  Amer¬ 
ica  to  be  at  certain  revival  or  protracted  meeting  of  camp- 
meeting  and  often  made  them  a  year  in  advance.  He  would 
then  disappear  on  his  old  horse  (horse-back)  into  the  wilderness. 
But  it  is  a  historical  fact  that  Lorenzo  Dow  never  missed  a 
date.  He  never  sent  a  substitute  or  went  fishing  on  the  appointed 
day.  Prompt  at  the  moment  he  would  come  riding  up  the  road 
or  out  of  the  forests.  We  forget  what  the  name  of  his  peculiar 
religion  was;  but  it  was  near  Methodism  and  yet  had  a  strange 
quirk  Many  thought  him  partially  insane.  But  when  he  spoke, 
he  was  filled  with  the  POWER.  He  did  not  like  laziness,  sin  or 
the  devil.” 

9  Benjamin,  born  July  30,  1706,  not  mentioned  in  father’s  will.

(3)  John  Dow,  born  in  Ipswich,  Mass.,  April  24,- 1685;  married,  first. 

Mary  - - ;  published,  second,  in  1725  to  Elizabeth  Smith — very  doubtful 

if  he  married  her,  at  all  events  there  were  no  issue;  married,  second  or  third, 
in  1735  Elizabeth  Moody  of  Rowley,  Mass.;  seems  to  have  lived  in  New¬ 
bury,  Ipswich  and  Rowley  as  the  births  of  his  children  are  recorded  in  all 
three  towns.  A  small  law  suit  over  right  to  cut  firewood  finds  him  in  Rowley 
1727  on  a  piece  of  land  bought  many  years  before  by  his  father.  What  his 
trade  was  is  not  known.  He  seems  to  have  been  a  widower  for  eleven  years; 
his  children  spent  most  of  their  early  years  with  their  grandfather  Dow  in 
Ipswich.  He  appears  to  have  been  the  least  prosperous  of  aiiy  of  the  direct 
line  of  this  branch.  He  died  about  1738  when  his  son,  Ebenezer,  was  an’ 
infant.  His  widow  married  Benjamin  Morrill.

1  Benjamin,  born  April  27,  1712;  married  twice;  had  5  or  7  children; 

lived  in  New  Hampshire.  Trade  not  known.  Well-to-do  land 
speculator. 

2  Closes,  born  Sept.  5,  1714.  Not  traced.  . 

3  Isaac,  born  March  13,  1716;  blacksmith;  lived  in  Amesbury, 

Mass.  He  was  a  short  stout  man;  had  10  children. 

4  Elizabeth,  born  Mar.  11,  1718;  kept  house  for  her  brother. 

5  Mary,  born  June  4,  1721.  Not  traced. 

6  Miriam,  born  Mar.  10,  1722-23.  Not  traced. 

Child  by  last  marriage: 

7  Ebenezer,  born  Nov.  12,  1737.  [Mentioned  below. 
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(4)  Ebenezer  Dow,  born  Nov.  12,  1737,  in. Newbury,  Mass.;  died  1817. 
His  birth  is  also  recorded  in  Rowley  and  Ipswich.  (His  mother  was  a  Moody 
of  the  branch  that  married  into  the  Burbank  family  of  Newbury.)  Pie  lived 
with  his  mother  and  step-father,  Benjamin  Morrill,  until  he  enlisted  at  15, 
and  thereafter  made  his  home  in  Andover  until,  in  old  age,  he  joined  a  son 
in  Concord,  N.  H.;  married  June  12,  1760,  Elizabeth  Wilson,  widow  of  John 
Danforth  of  Andover,  with  two  daughters.  Ebenezer  was  away  fighting  as 
much  as  he  could  be,  and  probably  his  wife  was  often  put  to  it  to  care  for 
her  total  of  eleven  children.  The  last  of  his  life  he  lived  with  his  son  Moody. 
He  received  a  pension  and  was  thoroughly  comfortable.  Thus  he  was  able 
to  sit  by  the  doorway,  shoulder  his  crutches  and  tell  how  battles  were  won. 
There  were  grandchildren  aplenty  to  listen,  lots  of  others  and  not  a  few 
grown-ups.  Some  of  the  latter  thought  from  time  to  time  his  stories  grew 
bolder  and  a  little  exaggerated  as  time  went  on.  Maybe,  maybe;  but  the 
official  records  always  bear  him  out.  His  hands  were  curiously  disfigured  by 
being  frozen.  He  served  through  Indian  wars,  the  French  and  Indian  War, 
was ’present  at  the  capture  of  Ticonderoga,  the  battles  of  Crown  Point  and 
Ft.  Williams  Henry;  at  the  capture  of  Louisburg  and  the  next  year  at  Que¬ 
bec.  He  served  in  the  Revolutionarv  War;  left  a  newborn  babv,  his  last 
child,  Jacob,  to  be  at  Lexington  in  1775;  was  with  Benedict  Arnold  in 
Canada.  At  Quebec  he  was  taken  prisoner  but  was  among  those  exchanged. 
(It  would  appear  from  the  above  that  his  descendants  can  join  the  Colonial 
War  Societies  and  also  become  Sons  and  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolu¬ 
tion.  He  surely  had  a  long  war  service — from  a  youth  of  fifteen  to  old  age.) 

Children,  born  in  Andover,  Mass.:

John 
certainly  never  was  in  Concord,  hence  unknown  to  the  historian  of  Con¬ 
cord.”  In  addition  to  the  above  quotation  the  fact  that  the  list  of  John’s 
children  given  below  is  from  the  manuscript  of  Phoebe  (Wells)  Dow,  wife 
of  John’s  brother,  Jacob,  is  proof  enough  of  the  correctness  of  line,  and  that 
the  said  John  did  not  die  young,  but  lived  to  leave  numerous  posterity. 
The  genealogist  also  says  that  Phoebe  Dow  worked  out  this  whole  branch, 
and  assisted  in  other  branches. 

John  went  to  Portland,  Maine,  where  he  failed  as  a  manufacturer.  He 
then  opened  a  potash  factory  in  Durham,  Maine,  and  succeeded.  He  was 
recalled  by  a  grandniece  as  a  tall,  spare  man  with  dark  complexion  and 
thin  face.  He  was  a  genuine  Dow,  for  one  of  his  many  habits  was  to  hold 
lengthy  conversations  with  himself,  avoiding  any  talk  whatever  with  others. 
When  a  neighbor  asked  why  he  did  it,  he  replied  that  he  liked  to  talk  occas¬ 
ionally  with  a  sensible  man  and  this  was  the  only  way  he  could  do  it.  He 
married  March  1,  1791,  Betsey  Strout,  born  in  Durham  Feb.  6,  1775;  died 
in  Wilton  1847  or  Avon  1851,  both  on  record;  daughter  of  Capt.  Joshua 
and  Betsey  (Cobb)  Strout.  Both  the  Strout  and  Cobb  families  were  promi¬ 
nent  in  Maine.  Tradition  says  that  Capt.  Strout  served  in  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War.  It  appears  from  the  following  that  John  Dow,  like  his  father, 
served  in  the  War:  Mrs.  Eliza  (Haines)  Dow  wrote  in  1887  “that  3  brothers, 
John,  Revolutionary  veteran,  Edmund  and  Moody,  came  from  Concord, 
N.  H.,  and  settled  in  Maine.”  John  and  Edmund  came  in  early  life  to  Maine, 
but  Moody  lived  in  Concord  until  his  family  grew  up  and  he  joined  the  Shak¬ 
ers.  Moody  may  have  come  to  Maine  and  joined  the  colony  of  Shakers  at 
Sabbath  Day  Lake,  New  Gloucester.

He  was  a  farmer;  lived  in  Freeman  a  few  years,  then 
settled  on  the  Mile  Square  in  Avon  and  lived  there  as  long  as  he  was  able 
to  work.

The  above  two  branches,  Charles  C.7  and  Joseph6,  descend  from  Henry1 
and  his  first  wife  and  are  quite  near  related,  as  they  connect  with  the  same 
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ancestor  Samuel3,  while  Joshua6  Dow  of  Avon  descends  from  Henry1  and 
his  second  wife. 

The  only  question  is  about  Josephus  father.  The  author  of  “The  Book  of 
Dow”  gives  him  as  Israel,  although  he  does  not  seem  to  have  absolute  proof, 
but  must  have  had  considerable  evidence  or  he  would  not  have  so  placed 
him. 
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
